James Long, master of Rich- 
mond, was the principal speaker of 
the evening’s program at the St. Ed- 
mund's club dinner, which was 
held last night. Long gave an m- 
teresting and instructive talk on the 
postal system of the United States. 

Richmond, according to Long, has 
the distinction of having three sepa- 
rate post offices within the corpo~ 
rate limits of the city. The main 
office at Sixth and Nevin, and the 
branches at Twenty-third. street and 
on the West Side. Richmond is one 
of the 834 firgt-elass post offices 
in the United Statés. There are at 
the present time in the United States, 
according to, the latest figures given 
out by the postal department, 51,613 
post offices. 

The business of the local offices 
here increased 14:1 per cent in 1923 
over the business of 1922. 

The aerial mail costs the govern- 
ment $1.04 cents, a mile to operate. 

Twenty million letters a year go 
to the dead letter office because of 
improper address or no address, Long 
declared. In these letters are annu- 
ally found: approximately $5,000,000 
worth of negotiable securities and 
currency, some of which is returned 
to the owners, and much of which 
cannot be raged, to, the owner. 
There is ons dead, letter each ycar 
for eve and a half persons 
States. ‘ 

‘The_pareel post service was au- 
gurated by the post office department 
in 1913 and has increased 81 per 
cent in volume since the first year. 

During year ending June 30, 
1923. do money orders issued 
by the post office department to- 
talled $2,876:460.629.27, and foreign 
money o ¢ totalled 334.118.667.638.
